OUey Optimistic about Deficit- ridden CIS

OTTAWA - When 23-year- 
old Beth Olley tries to dream 
of the future of the Canadian 
student movement, she cups 
her hands together to form 
an imaginary crystal ball. 

Peering into the space she 
has created, Olley smiles 
confidently. As the chair of 
the Canadian Federation of 
Students, she is optimistic 
the organization will pull 



itself through another year 
despite a deficit she estimat- 
es to be about $70,000. 

Olley is determined to 
bring a measure of financial 
stability to the organization. 
By paying close attention to 
budget details and drawing 
more students into the CFS 
fold, Olley hopes to set the 
federation back on its 
financial feet. 

But her face grows more 
serious as she remembers 



another problem facing CFS 
- criticism from traditional 
supporters of student move- 
ments about the federation's 
purpose and direction. Much 
of it has been centered on 
Olley herself. 

Many delegates at the 
November general-meeting 
at which she was elected said 
they felt the vote in her 
favour indicated CFS is 
turning conservative. Said 
her opponent, Anne Travers 



from Cuelph University: 
"(Olley's victory) was clearly 
the result of a left-right split 
that went on for the whole 
conference." 

Former student union 
president at the University of 
Saskatchewan, Olley had a 
hand in the killing of the 
campus women's directorate 
and the setting up of a 
committee designed to re- 
view complaints about the 
university newspaper, the 
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Job Prospects for Women Look Grim 



VANCOUVER(CUP) - Wo- 
men students seeking jobs in 
the 80's face bleak prospects 
because most are not geared 
to work in highly technical 
fields, says a counsellor for 
women at the University of 
BC. 

Nancy Horsman, who 
recently compiled two re- 
ports .on women in the 
workplace, says women's 
failure to enter traditionally 
male-oriented disciplines 
means they will either find 
work unsatisfying or end up 
unemployed. 

"Women will be segregat- 
ed into a ghetto employment 
situation in offices and 
banks," she says. 

One of her reports, based 
on figures from the Econom- 
ic Council of Canada, says 
women should enter facult- 
ies such as science, commer- 
ce and medicine and gain 
knowledge about computers 
if they expect to work in 
highly paid areas. 

Horsman says faculties 
overflowing with women 
students, such as nursing and 
the arts, will likely provide 
few jobs. New jobs are 



mostly emerging in areas 
changing with new tech- 
nology, she added. 

But the counsellor does 
not blame women students 
themselves, saying parents 
and teachers at all levels of 
education fail to encourage 
women 'to explore male- 
dominated fields. 

"The counselling should 
begin at the secondary level 



to encourage women to go 
into sciences and industrial 
education. The counselling is 
almost too late when women 
reach (university)." 

Women should be helped 
to overcome mathematics 
anxiety, encouraged to take 
up science and when they 
are competent chosen for 
teaching jobs and administ- 
rative positions, she says. 
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According to the reports, 
women constitute 40 per 
cent of the work force but 50 
per cent of them fail to 
return after a bout of 
unemployment. The largest 
labour force increase^ for 
women is expected to be 
mostly in the 25 to 44 age 
group, although 80 per cent 
are slated for mundane 
clerical jobs. 




Bovey Commissioner Dismisses Fears 



WATERLOO(CUP) - A radic- 
ally different university syst- 
em will unlikely be set up in 
the wake of a report by a 
commission investigating the 
future development of Ont- 
ario's universities, according 
to the commission's chair. 

Edmund Bovey, one of 
three members of a commiss- 
ion formed last year to plan 
the reshaping of Ontario's 
universities, denied that the 
report will prompt the 
provincial government to 
strip some universities of a 
chance to expand. 

"The universities have 
done a remarkably good job 
and there will be opportunit- 
ies for all," Bovey said at the 
Sept 10 hearing at Wilfred 
Laurier University. 



Bovey also denied that 
the commission was formed 
to pacify the critics of Bette 
Stephenson, Ontario's Uni- 
versities and Colleges Minist- 
er, many of whom complain- 
ed of poor planning on 
Ontario's education system. 

The commission, which is 
conducting hearings thro- 
ughout Ontario and delivers 
its report in November, 
recently heard a presentation 
from the Council of Ontario 
Universities. 

Council representatives 
argued that Ontario's univer- 
sities have been grossly 
underfunded for the past 
decade and continuation of 
this policy will spell disaster 
for the province's post- 
secondary education. 



Council chair Alvin Lee 
urged the commission to 
"make the case (to govern- 
ment) that chronic, sustained 
underfunding is the problem; 
all other problems are minor 
in comparison." 

University of Waterloo 
president Doug Wright said 
universities will be forced to 
reject students of increase 
tuition dramatically, if the 
government does not pump 
more money into education. 

But commission members 
refused to discuss the quest- 
ion of underfunding, saying 
their terms of reference only 
allowed them to examine 
current funding levels. 

Bovey said "underfunding 
may only be marginal" in 
relation to all university 



expenditures, a problem that 
a "relatively modest amount 
of money" would solve. 

At the commission's first 
stop at the University of 
Cuelph, 17 students set up 
pickets outside the building 
where the hearing was taking 
place. Joanne Bruce, Gu- 
elph's central student assoc- 
iation vice-president acad- 
emic, said the students 
expressed their opposition to 
the threat of more education 
cutbacks. 

Bruce said she thinks the 
one and a half hour long 
protest will encourage other 
students to participate in a 
provincial demonstration sla- 
ted for Sept 28. Students are 
angrier than they were a few 
years ago, she added.

After her election, Olley 
said many people would 
consider her student council 
"right wing to facist," but she 
now maintains she is "left of 
Centre." 

"Fuck, I'm no facist," she 
said in a September 11 
interview in her cluttered 
office in Ottawa. Her face 
growing flushed, Olley insist- 
ed she was not among the 
council members who ob- 
jected to the directorate's 
political nature and its 
abortion counselling service. ' 

Olley said the student 
union locked the director- 
ate's doors because it did not 
provide enough services for 
women on campus and had 
repeatedly turned away wo- 
men wanting to become 
involved. 

"It's unfortunate that the 
service we had to cut was a 
women's centre. But it had 
nothing to do with the issue* 
people like to run on about. 
It was shut down because 
you could say, it wasn't 
political enough. It wasn't 
doing anything." 

The U of S student union 
created a review committee 
of the Sheaf in a bid to 
investigate complaints, es- 
pecially from engineering 
students, about the news- 
paper's off-campus coverage, 
Olley added. After the 
committee was set up, 
council made no attempt to 
restrict the paper's funding or 
autonomy, she said. 

"None of my past says I'm 
either right or left wing," she 
added. "I think some of the 
things that student council 
did last year and what was 
misrepresented in the stud- 
ent media should not have 
an impact on how people 
perceive me. I hoped it 
wouldn't. But it obviously 
has." 

The CFS chair argued she 
is just as committed to 
student activism as were the 
two people preceding her 
The first CFS chair, Brenda 
Cote, led a dramatic one- 
week occupation at the 
Universite de Moncton ad 
ministration building in pro- 
test of a massive tuition fee 
increase. Graham Dowdell, 
the second chair, was also 
elected for his left-leaning 
stance. 

Olley pointed to a year 
ago when she drew her 
student council together in a 
fight against a reduction of 
campus library hours. After 
extensive lobbying through 
media interviews and a 
petition signed by 2,000 
students, the university ad 
ministration backed off. The

Male students at Lauren- 
tian University have the 
distinguished priviledge that 
surely none of their col- 
leagues at any other univer- 
sity has. Men at Laurentian 
have their very own commis- 
sioner.

Well, he's a 
person elected by men to the 
students' council to repre- 
sent their views and defend 
their rights of course!

Perhaps- it is 
because only 5 out of 100 
men in the Canadian labour 
force hold managerial posi- 
tions? Maybe it's that one out 
of every four men is sexually 
assaulted at some time in his 
life. 

If any of this was true 
then men would definately 
need a loud voice in the 
decision-making processes at 
all levels of government. 
However, these statistics 
don't apply to men's predica- 
ment in Canada, they apply 
to women's. Furthermore, 
men are the voice of 
government. 

In the recent federal 
election 254 men were 
elected - over 90 per cent of 
the legislature! On our own 
students' council there are 
twenty men compared to 
twelve women representa- 
tives. 

Everyone knows that wo- 
men make up at least half of 



the population. It is plain 
that women are underrepre- 
sented in government. We 
need a women's commission- 
er. Men do not. 

The story of how 
Laurentian University ended 
up with a men's commission- 
er is, at this point, irrelevant. 
What is important now is 
that we remove thjs embar- 
rassing blemish form our 
constitution. 

Call you SCA rep. Tell 
him/her how you feel about 
going to the only university 
in the country (quite possibly 
the world) that has a men's 
commissioner. 

We must rectify 
absurd situation.

But student housing offic- 
ials say some of the new 
restrictions are a response to 
a campus RCMP crackdown 
on liqour licenses.

At the first meeting of the 
Students' General Associat- 
ion, held last Tuesday, 
council set the date for its 
first by-election. 

The election, to be held 
October 9, will fill five 
vacancies on council. Four 
people will be elected as 
off-campus representatives 
and the position of Men's 
Commissioner will be filled. 

Jamie Ceccehtto, who was 
acclaimed to the seat of 
men's commissioner last 
March, handed in his resign- 
ation to president Barry 
Schmidl, the president an- 
nounced at the meeting. 
Ceccehtto is running for 
head of Student Security, a 
position paid by the SCA

The off-campus represent- 
atives are new positions on 
council. 

Nominations for the by- 
election open September 26 
and close October 3 at 4 pm. 

Also at the meeting, 
Council heard reports from 
the executive members. Of 
particular interest were an- 
nouncements made by Vice 
President in charge of 
Services, Dan Fife. Fife told 
council that last year's V-P 
Services, Eddie Caudreault, 
had been charged this 
summer with fraud. He was 
charged in connection with 
the loss of $1,900 of SGA 
money.

library hours cut back were 
reinstated within a week, she 
said. 

"When we talk about 
student issues, I'm certainly 
consistent with everyone else 
here. I would say I'm a little 
left of centre." 

Running her hand through 
her hair, Olley denied CFS 
chose her over Travers, a well 
known student activist, be- 
cause the organization is not 
willing to fight militantly for 
students' rights. 

Although she admitted 
the federation seeks out 
issues which only affect 
Canadian students, largely 
ignoring the plight of the 
country's less priviledged 
groups, Olley said CFS is still 
committed to combining its 
lobbying efforts with more 
direct action to achieve its 
ends. 

Olley argued students are 
growing tired of traditional 
forms of protest such as 
demonstrations and occupat- 
ions. They want more sophis- 
ticated means of conveying 
their anger, she said. 

"We can be just as 
effective and get our mes- 
sage across to the govern- 
ment by plugging up their' 
phone lines instead of 
marching up to the Par- 
liament buildings. I think 
activism is just changing in 
its nature." 

Olley added the federat- 
ion must grapple with its 
financial problems before it 
can reach out to the needs of 
groups not actively involved 
in CFS. 

The organization has al- 
ready staved off- some of the 
deficit, which was estimated 
to be nearing $96,000 in the 
spring.. Olley, however, did 
not elaborate on how the 
debt was being reduced by 
$26,000 in such a short 
time period. 

Delegates at the May 
general-meeting vowed to 
stick to a financial plan 
ensuring the organization 
runs yearly surplusses for the 
next few years. Olley said if 
all goes according to plan, 
the deficit will eventually 
disappear. 

One cost-saving measure 
delegates agreed on is the 
delay in hiring an accessibili- 
ty researcher, a position that 
became vacant in June and 
will remain so until January. 
The move, however, will only 



save about $6,000 because of 
unforseen costs such as 
benefits. 

Another step taken by 
delegates to save money is 
the decision to simplify the 
federation's bureaucratic 
structure. Central committee 
members and the CFS board 
of directors for its services - 
both of which ensure CFS 
staff follow mandates set at 
the general-meeting - will be 
integrated into one executive 
this fall. Details of the 
amalgamation will be hashed 
out at the uncoming general 
meeting in November. 

The move may save the 
federation as much as 
$28,000 but Olley said the 
position of deputy chair, 
needed to help her co- 
ordinate the executive's me- 
etings, will probably eat up 
the savings. 

The federation will likely 
be bolstered by unanticipat- 
ed membership fees from 
campuses pledging to join, 
claims Olley. Yet CFS- 
which won only 10 of 16 
referenda last year, losing 
two traditional supporters, 
Trent and Guelph Universit- 
ies - faces six more referenda 
this fall, including Brandon 
University, Queen's and the 
University of BC. 

"We're hoping to have 
just as good a year as last 
year. I think we're a lot 
healthier than we have been.. 
We've been thinking about 
our debt and have come up 
with plans that we think will 
work - that's heads and tails 
above what was done in the 
past." 

Olley hopes prospective 
members will be attracted to 
the federation's campaign 
focusing on the failure of 
provincial governments to 
pass on the federal transfer 
payments aimed at post- 
secondary education. 

Applauding the camp- 
aign's theme of guaranteed 
tied funding, Olley and the 
general-meeting delegates' 
vowed to lobby the new 
government with letters and 
the results of a public 
opinion poll in October on 
post-secondary education. 

Olley will be personally 
involved in chatting with 
politicians and with her! 
pragmatism and crystal ball 
in hand, CFS may well live 
long enough to see the Tory 
broom respond. 



Most council members 
apparently already knew of 
the charge since its an- 
nouncement was met with 
much laughter and knowing 
looks. 

Gaudreault's case will be 
heard in Sudbury this Nov- 
ember. 

Fife also put forth a 
proposal submitted to him by 
former Senator Maisela 
Kekana for council's consid- 
ertion. The proposal pertain- 
ed to an alternat music night 
in the Voyageur.Pub. 

Council agreed to the 
recommendation. Fife sug- 
gested Friday nights at the 
Pub to feature atternative 
music including reggae. 

One presentation was 
made to council at their first 
meeting of the academic 
year. Chris Todd, a first year 
student at Laurentian, bro- 
ught his ideas on a campus 
radio station to council. 

Having some radio exper- 
ience, Todd took it upon 
himself to investigate the 
possi bility of starting up a 



radio station at Laurentian. 
Todd's report projected the 
start-up costs for a closed 
circuit network at approxim- 
ately $5,770. He suggested a 
student levy be considered to 
pay for it. 

Todd cited the SCA/ 
Lambda survey of student 
services held at last year's 
general election as an 
indication of students' desirti 
for a radio station. In the 
survey 74% of the respond- 
ants thought the SCA should 
set up a committee to 
investigate the feasibility of 
starting a radio station. 

After some discussion 
1 council agreed to have V-P 
Fife establish such a commit- 
tee.

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Intra murals: Starting Over... Again

"The Intramural Athletic 
Pr^^ram of Laurentian Univ- 
ersity... is designed to provi- 
de a varied competitive 
recreational activity program 
for all male and female 
students, faculty and staff of 
the university. The emphasis 
is on participation as oppos- 
ed to winning." This quote, 
taken from the booklet 
produced by the Dept. of 
Physical Education Services 
entitled "Action", describes 
an ideal system that would 
allow all interested students 
to participate. Such is not 
always the case as Dorothy 
Pitzel, co-ordinator of Intra- 
murals at Laurentian, ex- 
plained in a recent interview. 

"The limitations of access- 
ible facilities will sometimes 
cause entry limits (such as in 
men's slowpitch)." she not- 
ed. The five main residences 
are guaranteed spots simply 
because past experience has 
seen individual? abuse the 
system, leading to one 
residence dominating the 
entries. Pitzel stated that the 
men's slowpitch tournament 
is actually the only one 
where this restriction exists. 



For all the others, it's "First 
come, first serve." 

One of the problems that 
the organizers of intramurals 
must deal with is that of the 
difficulty of off-campus stud- 
ents forming a team. It only 
makes sense that intramurals 
have been dominated by 
residence teams for a long 
time simply because of the 
ease with which teams can 
be formed in the residence 
setting. Pitzel commented 
that she would take a look at 
the possibility Of guarantee- 
ing a spot for an off- 
campus team in all sports for 
1985 with the team members 
being decided on a first 
arrival basis.

factors (weather, facilities, 
volunteer help)." Metcalfe 
stated. He explains that 
although off-campus stud- 
ents may not have a 
residence with which to form 
a team, entries are taken 
from many faculty oriented 
teams. 

"It seems that every year 
we start from scratch", notes 
Pitzel, who undertook her 
present role in the fall of 
1983. Intramurals, incidently, 
comprise only one facet of 
Dorothy's job which includes 
managing the business end 
of the Physical Education 
Department. "This program 
(intramurals) should actually 
be self-running. The conven- 
ors could pro. ide most of the 
leg-work while my job would 
be to oversee the projects." 
Unfortunately, most con- 
venors only take on this role 
as a fulfillment of a course 
requirement and ah too 
often, do not ;tay involved 
long enough o contribute 



much of what they will learn. 

The program has therefore 
had to rely heavily on 
monsieur Metcalfe since he 
is one of the few individuals 
who has been involved long 
enough to understand the 
workings of the system. 
However, Pitzel is optomistic 
in looking to the future. "I 
would like to get interested 
in other sports", she says, 
adding that "I learn a lot as I 
go along." 

Dorothy is quite excited 
about the revival of the 
President's Cup which is 
being competed for for the 
first time since 1972-73. The 
nature of this contest is 
simply to award particular 
teams (be it residence, 
faculty or even an off- 
campus group if they wish) 
points for participation in 
intramural sports. Teams 
must remain consistent from 
one event to the other for the 
points to be awarded. A 



minimal amount of bonus 
points are awarded to the 
championship team in each 
sport. 

If nothing else, Ms. Pitzel 
expects to leave the intramu- 
ral program with a more 
permanent basis from which 
to be run. She hopes to 
assemble a policy book 
before the end of the year to 
clarify rules and eliminate 
unnecessary squabbles. 

Despite the hard work of 
both Dorothy and John, an 
intramural program cannot 
be run by two people. The 
convenors certainly do the 
utmost to insure for the 
success of their particular 
project but an involvement 
from students making a 
long-term committment (3 or 
4 years) to the intramural 
program would be a we- 
lcome relief.

Ten 
points will be deducted for a 
default.

Ontario Censor Board 
Strikes Again!!! 

Two rock videos made by the British 
band, Frankie goes to Hollywood, have 
received a restricted rating from the 
Ontario Censor Board, in its first act of 
censorship since the board started 
reviewing videos last April. This means 
that the videos may not be shown in 
highschools, clubs, theatres, and other 
institutions to anyone under the age of 
18. But, the videos can be seen on 
television and in record video stores, 
and anyone under 18 can purchase the 
video for home viewing. 

Edited versions of the two videos, 
submitted by the group's record 
company, were cleared under the 
Ontario Theatres Act (as long as viewers 
under 14 are accompanied by an adult.) 

The board ruled that the band's 
"Relax" video is too sexually explicit, 
having already sold more than 65,000 
copies in Canada. The second video, 
"Two Tribes", was criticized for being 
too violent for under-age audiences but 
was :hailed by critics as one of the 
best-made anti-war videos ever. In it, 
actors portraying American President 
Ronald Raegan and Soviet President 
Konstantin Chernenko are pitted against 
each other in a tooth and nail fight 
while a multicultural audience bets on 
the outcome. The message is simple- 
there would be no war if the leaders had 
to do the fighting. But, the board ruled 
that, "the bloodletting scene. ..could be 
offensive." 

If the videos can be shown on 
television, and in record stores, and 
anyone under 18 can buy them for 
home viewing, then what is the point of 
restricting them? 

It would appear that the Ontario 
Censor Board delights in flexing its 
muscles even if to check its own biceps. 
Well, at least someone is benefitting 
from this exercise in futility.

Waterloo Crude Oil 



WATERLOO(CUP) - Raw 
fuel churned out of waste 
material is the result of five 
years work on the part of 10 
University of Waterloo scien- 
tists. 

Donald Scott, head of the 
nine-member team, says the 
process he developed con- 
verts raw material such as 
pulverised wood, coal, slud- 
ge and peat moss by 
decomposing them without 
air under very high temperat- 
ures for short periods of time. 
The temperatures vary be- 
tween 500 and 600 degrees 
Celsius. 

Called flesh pyrolysis, the 
process procudes gas, solid 
char and a dark oil-like 
liquid, which can be further 
refined to become an auto- 
mobile fuel. All you add is 
hydrogen. 

"It's more like corn syrup 
than crude oil," says Scott. 
"What we are now doing is 
putting a lot of effort into 
finding out how easily it can 
be used." 

Scott says he knows crude 
oil will become increasingly, 
expensive and his process 
more valuable. He thinks the 



third world may be interested 
in using the raw fuel to fire 
furnaces and boilers. Many 
third world countries are 
short on fossil fuels, he says. 
He admits, however, that 
more work must be done to 
upgrade the product before it 
can be used as a gasoline 
substitute in cars. 

Funding for Scott's project 
comes mainly from federal 
agencies which have contrib- 
uted more than $400,000. 
The project attracted energy 
specialists, including foreign 
ones, because the process 
uses waste materials abun- 
dant in many parts of the 
world. 

Sources for the pulverised 
wood include the newly 
developed hybrid aspen, a 
fast growing tree which can 
be harvested on plantations 
and grown on marginal land. 
A new crop can be grown 
and harvested every five to 
eight years. 

"You have a very large 
amount of raw material but 
the sources for them are still 
too scattered at the present 
time," Scott says.
